V’qyakciwa Says 
Student 
Unrest 
Dangerous 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Act­ 
ing President S. I. Hayakawa of 
em battled San Francisco State 
College testified today the cur­ 
rent danger to the nation and to 
higher education dem onstrated 
by student unrest “has 
been 
vastly underestim ated.” 


Hayakawa, 
the 
linguistic 
scholar who took over the riot- 
rocked San Francisco campus 
eight weeks ago, defended his 
prompt and massive use of po­ 
iice force—but he also told a 
House education subcommittee 
that massive efforts are needed 
to remove the root causes of 
some of the student protests. 


“ I believe that I have intro­ 
duced something new to this 
business of preserving order on 
cam puses,” Hayakawa said. 


He said at most institutions 
police were called in as late as 
possible and in small numbers. 
But, he continued, “ 1 went the 
other way. I had ample force 
available and dem onstrated a 
willingness to use it quickly to 
protect 
people 
and 
property 
from attack.” 


Receives Message 
“The opposition has received 
my m essage.. . 
“ What we have succeeded in 
doing is to move the action from 
the classroom to the space be­ 
tween buildings and from there 
to the streets surrounding the 
campus. For weeks, now, the 
classrooms and the inner cam ­ 
pus have been quite and safe.”

audience 
largely of young people jam m ed 
the committee room and lined 
up outside in hopes of getting in 
later, Hayakawa told the com­ 
mittee, “ In a sense, the issues 
behind most present troubles are 
valid.”

Arabs Claim Israel Planes 
Hit Iraqi Units in Jordan

Iraq and Jordan charged to­ 
day that Israeli jets hit Arab po­ 
sitions on Jordanian soil and 
lost some planes to groundfire. 
An Iraqi m ilitary spokesman 
claimed that 14 Israeli jets at­ 
tacked Iraqi forces in Jordan 
and said Iraqi groundfire sent 
two planes crashing in flames 
into Israeli - occupied Golan 
Heights. Tel Aviv denied that 
charge. 
Later a Jordanian spokesman 
in Amman claimed three Israeli 
jets circled over Jordanian posi­ 
tions in the Irbed district and 
groundfire brought o n e down 
near Tiberias and the other in 
the Golan Heights.

Viet Cong Troops Ambush 
South Viet U nits, Kill 28 


SAIGON (AP) - Viet Cong 
troops firing from ambush along 
the banks of a canal cut into two 
South Vietnamese companies in 
the Mekong Delta, killed 28 of 
the government soldiers, 
and 
wounded another 15, 
m ilitary 
spokesmen reported today. 
Viet Cong casualties were not 
known. 
It was one of the worst set­ 
backs suffered recently by the 
South Vietnamese arm y. 
The ambush 60 miles south­ 
west of Saigon was one of a half 


dozen fights that flared up Sun­ 
day to the south and northwest 
of the capital. U.S. officers said 
the fighting indicated “ a lot of 
enemy movement” but no real 
threat to Saigon.

South Vietnamese 
forces reported killing 160 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese in 
the fighting that ranged from 60 
miles southwest of Saigon to 37 
miles northwest of the capital.

The Chicago police sergeant is 
black. He is well paid. And he is 
impatient for real equality on 
the force. 
“ At times, I feel almost like a 
brick in the structure of status 
quo,” he said. 
But after more than a dozen 
years on the Chicago police 
force, the sergeant isn’t about to 
quit. For one thing, he earns 
$12,900 a year. Another reason 
may be equally compelling: 
“ It would be giving up ground 
gained,” said the sergeant, who 
spoke on the condition that his 
name not be used. 
Negroes are slowly, some­ 
times painfully, gaining num­ 
bers and status on big city po­ 
lice forces. A survey of more 
than a dozen major cities shows 
only five that have 10 per cent 
or more blacks on active duty. 
More than half these cities have 
less than 5 per cent. 


Doubles Total 
Baltimore has more than dou­ 
bled the total of Negroes on its 
police force in two years. Now 
11 per cent of its force of 3,333 is 
Negro. 
Boston has added 6 Negro po­ 
licemen in the past 12 months 
to a total of 60 among 2.600. 
In Chicago, 17 per cent—about 
2,000—of the police force of 
11,700 is black. 
Philadelphia’s police commis­ 
sioner claims the best Negro 
percentage of any big city, 22.8 
per cent—1,400 on a force of 
6,750. 
In March 1968 there were 
1,475 Negroes on New York 
City’s force and the Guardians, 
an association of Negro police­ 
men, says 200 to 300 have been 
added since. There are almost 
33,500 policemen in New York 
City. 
But Milwaukee, a focal point 
of racial turmoil, has fewer 
Negroes on its police force than 
two years ago, despite a recruit­ 
ing campaign. 
Responsibilities

forces have been expanding, 
also at an uneven rate. 


Times Change 
“ Only seven years ago, we 
couldn’t have possibly put a Ne 
gro officer on duty at 12th and 
Main”—the heart 
of Kansas 
City’s downtown business dis­ 
trict, said Capt. E. L. Willough­ 
by, head of personnel. “ There 
wasn’t even a place that would 
serve him food and the public 
would not have cooperated with 
him.” 
Now: 
“ We have Negro officers In 
every division I can think of,” 
Willoughby said. “ They’re in 


patrol cars, detectives, commu­ 
nications—even the K-9 Corps— 
and one is a helicopter pilot. 
They work in every part of the 
city.” 
Being a policeman is a rela­ 
tively new role for the Negro 
male. In many cities, he be­ 
came a prime target for intense 
recruiting only after racial dis­ 
orders awakened officials to the 
need for better relations be­ 
tween the police and the Negro 
community. 
The National Advisory Com 
mission on Civil Disorders said 
the “ bad image of police in the 
Negro community” 
was one 
reason 
why 
more 
Negroes 
weren’t policemen. 
Troublesome Image 
In some black communities 
that image may still be trouble­ 
some. 
“ They have no love for you,” 
said Officer Willie J. Cunning­ 
ham, 31, a recent addition to the 
San Francisco force, which in­ 
cludes 
1,718 
whites 
and 
77 
Negroes. “ They think they’ll 
have just as much trouble with 
black officers. They tend to! 
think of you as a bigger ‘pig.’ ” 
The stigma, said the Rev. 
Kenneth Bowen, a Negro minis­ 
ter serving as community rela­ 
tions specialist for the Milwau­ 
kee, Wis., police, is traceable in 
part to the rural South. 
Substantial numbers of Negro 
families have roots there, and 
bitter memories of hostile police 
treatment, Bowen said. 
“ Then up here, they see police 
ride around with shotguns in 
their cars, or see them bust a 
boy over the head, or poke a 
woman in the ribs for not mov­ 
ing from a bus stop. All this 
does is entrench and harden al*| 
ready bad concepts of a police­ 
man.”

He attends an aphasic class at 
a special school and is in second 
grade. He still makes no effort 
to speak but has not had any 
petit mal attacks for over a 
year. Would the Dilantin affect 
his ability to talk? 


A—It is important for y o u r 
doctor or a neurologist to deter­ 
mine the cause of your son’s 
aphasia. Dilantin is highly rec­ 
ommended for the control of 
epilepsy and is not the cause 
of the aphasia. 


Q—My 4-month-old son has 
had a loose cough since birth. 
He is gaining weight and doing 
well. Our doctor says he has a 
loose voice box and should out­ 
grow this condition by the time 
he is one. What do you think? 


A—A loose cough with a crow­ 
ing or rattling sound is often 
due to a flabby epiglottis. In 
such cases, these 
symptoms, 
gradually disappear by a b o u t 
one year of age, as your doctor! 
predicted.

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Sex Education Courses Changing at Pomona Schools 


For many years the senior 
high schools in Pomona had a 
course called senior problems 
which dealt with sex education 
and family life. 


When the state added a new 
requirement for a year of gov­ 
ernment in the senior year, sen­ 
ior problems went out the win­ 
dow. 
But the winds of change iire 
blowing through curriculum of­ 
ferings now that the number of 
state 
required 
courses 
have 
been reduced, and the new flex­ 


ibility is bringing back the fam­ 
ily life courses in Pomona. 


Despite criticism of any type 
of sex education in some other 
Southland school districts, the 
Pomona courses, being given on 
a trial basis in some schools, 
have been well received. 


Although the family life and 
sex 
education 
courses 
being 
taught this year as a pilot pro­ 
gram at Garey High School are 
not required, no student in the 
10th grade course has requested 
an alternate course. 
The family life course is called 
sociology, and all 10th graders 


are scheduled to have one quar­ 
ter of instruction in sociology as 
part of the 10th - grade social 
studies class. 


Students in 12th grade can 
take a family life course in so­ 
ciology on an elective basis, be­ 
ing given for the second year. 
It was so popular last year that 
seven sections are being offered 
this year. 
Bruce Anderson, who teaches 
the lOth-grade course, develop­ 
ed it from the Anaheim School 
District Family Life Manual for 
use in Garey’s shorter course. 


The course includes sections 


on the differences and unique­ 
ness 
in 
sexuality, 
and 
dis­ 
cussions of dating, courtship, en­ 
gagement and marriage. The 
class discusses current issue 
confronting teen-agers. 


Student comments include: 
“ I liked this class because we 
got to express our feelings, our 
opinions and our thoughts in our 
own way. We were free.” 
—‘‘Kids have for so long been 
given the brush-off by their par­ 
ents when talking about sex that 
we appreciate it when someone 
can really ‘tell it like it is.’ ” 
—‘‘I think this class has been 


one of the most valid courses at 
Garey. I've learned much more 
than the population of Spain and 
the main exports of Turkey. I’ve 
learned about people, their emo­ 
tions, feelings and character. Al­ 
so, that I’m not the only one 
who has problems, parental or 
otherwise.” 
The 12th-grade course covers 
a comprehensive list of subjects 
which includes attitudes and 
background of the individual, 
getting along with others, look­ 
ing toward marriage, marriage, 
parenthood, and the successful 
family. 
Days for general discussion 


are included in the course, in 
which students have the chance 
to voice their feelings on any­ 
thing which concerns them. 
Lessons on life processes are 
a part of the sixth-grade curri­ 
culum, but so far there is a gap 
between the sixth and 
10th 
grades in planning Instruction 
on topics related to family life. 
To fill this gap, two junior 
high schools, Simons and the 
new Lorbeer Junior High due to 
open in the fall, are planning a 
continuation of the sixth-grade 
program in the seventh grade 
next year. 
At Simons Junior High, the

curriculum, 
Principal 
Kenneth Cooper says. At Lor­ 
beer Junior High, the course 
will be an elective. 
The new programs in sex ed­ 
ucation are an outgrowth of a 
study by a school district com­ 
mittee over the past year and 
a half. 
The 
Secondary 
Curriculum 
Study Committee on Family Life 
and Sex Education recommend­ 
ed that this subject be taught, 
in all grades if possible, if not 
on some other basis. The plan 
now being tried was one of the 
alternatives.

School Crossing 


Protection Assured 


SAN DIMAS — Protection for school children 
crossing San Dimas Canyon Road north of Bonita 
Avenue was assured today despite plans to remove 
four-way stop signs at Gladstone Street. 
Removal of the stop signs along San Dimas 
Canyon Road is part of a widening project to make 
that boulevard a connecting street with the Foot­ 
hill Freeway a few blocks to the north. 
School officials as well as parents in the Ra­ 
mona and Allen Avenue PTAs have expressed con­ 
cern for the safety of children attending those 
schools ever since plans were revealed to remove 
the boulevard stops. 
Although the City of San Dimas has ordered 
Installation of a flashing yellow warning light at 
Allen Avenue, Supt. Robert W 
Dickinson this 
week told the Bonita School Board there are no 
plans for additional protection. 
Dickinson said a state law, passed in 1968 
“ requires a city, county or state agency to under­ 
take a study for providing street crossing protec­ 
tion for school children upon request of the school 
board.” 
The law further provides, according to Dickin­ 
son, that the cost for such street protection be 
charged against the highway users tax fund. 
This means, he advised the board, that the dis­ 
trict may ask the city for a study of traffic con­ 
trol, and the state is required to pay for the con- 
rols recommended by the study. 
Alternatives to the stop signs, Dickinson said, 
are crossing guards or traffic lights. 
The school board approved Dickinson’s recom­ 
mendations and instructed him to write to Ron 
Kranzer, director of public works for San Dimas, 
asking for the study. 
The superintendent said the district will be fac­ 
ing similar traffic problems along streets facing 
Arrow Highway, when widening of that boule­ 
vard is completed through La Verne and at B 
Street along the Live Oak Canyon channel.

CLAREMONT — The Clare­ 
mont Board of Education will 
meet in executive session to­ 
night to begin discussion of a 
revised teachers’ salary sched­ 
ule, at the insistence of 
the 
Claremont Faculty Association. 


The regular board meeting be­ 
gins at 7:30 p.m. in the Educa­ 
tion Center. 
The Claremont Unified School 
District 
starting 
salary 
for 
teachers of $6,000 (10 months) 
is the lowest in Los Angeles 
County. The board was unable 
to offer a cost of living increase 
for 1968-69 because of the lean 
budget. 
The CFA has asked that the 
board give top priority to a 
salary raise for teachers for the 
1969-70 school year, even if it 
means going to the voters with 
a tax rate increase election. 
(The board will make its deci­ 
sion whether or not to go for 
the tax election Feb. 24.) 


Competitive salaries are nec­ 
essary to attract highly quali­ 
fied teachers to the district, the 
CFA argues. 
The board will examine the 
financial situation of the dis­ 
trict, in terms of offering an 
across-the-board 
salary 
in­ 
crease, in executive session to­ 
night. After the session, t h e 
board will hold a joint meeting 
with those members of the CFA 
Negotiating Council who wish 
to discuss generally the situa­ 
tion with regard to salary pro­ 
posals. 
On Feb. 17, the negotiating 
council will meet and confer 
with the board in executive ses­ 
sion, under new provisions of 
the Brown Act called the Win- 
ton Act permitting private meet­ 
ings of 
teachers 
and 
board 
members for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing salaries. 
(The board has called a spe­ 
cial meeting for Feb. 10 to dis­ 
cuss regular business that would 
normally be taken up Feb. 17.) 


At its present state of negotia­ 
tion, the negotiating council has 
asked for an 18-per-cent raise, 
representing a 4-per-cent cost 
of living increase for 1968-69 and 
for 1969-70 and a 5-per-cent raise 
for each year, last year and 
this. 
Supt. John B. Brinegar re­ 
sponded with the offer of a 12- 
per-cent increase in some cate­ 
gories and a 
16-per-cent in­ 
crease in others. At this point 
the negotiating council wrote a 
letter to the board, asking for 
assurance that in dealing with 
Dr. Brinegar they were in fact 
dealing with the board. 
The board then agreed to 
meet face to face with negotiat­ 
ing council members. (On a 
past occasion, salary arrange­ 
ments made with Dr. Brinegar 
were upset by the board.) 
Some teachers have reported 
that Dr. Brinegar is considering 
eliminating over 30 teachers, for 
a $300,000 savings, in order to 
avoid a tax election. 


The Adult Education student 
body has presented a check for 
$1,000 to Pomona Unified School 
District to help defray expenses 
in the interests of the student 
body. Each student pays a 25 
cent student body fee. 
The money might purchase 
printing lecture brochures for 
the Furum series, employing a 
security guard at Ganesha High 
School or proposed carpeting in 
the district auditorium for safety 
of those attending the forum, 
according to Supt.

Hlckel-A Tough 
Act To Follow 


Interior Secretary Walter J. Ilickel very 
soon may be looking back on his confirma­ 
tion grilling by the Senate as the good old 
days of bis new job. 
He has the dubious fortune of succeeding 
possibly the most energetic and dedicated 
man who has ever held the Interior i>os1, 
and of inheriting unfinished business out of 
which promise to develop some of the na­ 
tion’s most pressing problems in the veal's 
immediately ahead. 
Former Secretary Stewart Udall held the 
post for eight years under two presidents, 
for every minute of that time deeply com­ 
mitted to his role as the steward of the 
nation’s natural resources and the champion 
of (ho public interest in their utilization, 
although his oftcn-oontroversial actions may 
not always have pleased every segment of 
that public. 
U d a ll’s d ecisio n s on p o llu tio n , m in in g , oil, 
h ig h w a y s a n d p u b lic la n d s w ill a ffe c t how’ 
A m e ric a n s liv e fo r y e a r s to c o m e . In h is 
la s t w e e k in o ffice alo n e , ho p u sh e d th ro u g h 
th e a d d itio n of a lm o st 400.000 a c r e s to th e 
n a tio n a l p a r k s y ste m (h e h a d w a n te d m u c h 
m o re — se v e n m illio n a c r e s ) . 
Udall’s is going to be a tough act to 
follow. And making it tougher are some of 
the decisions Secretary’ Hickel is going to 
have to make very soon on Indian affairs 
and mine safety, conservation, reclamation 
and pollution-control projects, and disposi­ 
tion of the vast government-owned oil shale 
reserves in the western states. 
No one can wish him anything but the 
very best of luck.

But its role in the scheme 
of government becomes increasingly import­ 
ant as the need to ifNlize the nation’s land, 
air and water resources as efficiently yet 
fairly and nondestructively as possible be­ 
comes increasingly pressing.

Not-with-its 


On»1 of today’s suspect “institutions” is 
the university or college trustee. A profile 
of a typical member of this species is re­ 
ported 
by 
Educational 
Testing 
Service, 
based on a nationwide survey of 5.000 trus­ 
tee's. 
He is a white (96 per cent), Protestant 
(75 per cent), male (86 per cent) business­ 
man over 50 years old (73 per cent), and 
is more likely than not to be a Republican 
(58 per cent) and have an average annual 
income of more than $30,000. Only 15 per 
cent call themselves liberals. 
The majority of trustees, especially those 
in junior colleges, are unwilling to give fac­ 
ulty and students a share in decision-mak­ 
ing. For instance, 63 per cent say the facul­ 
ty should not have a major role in appoint­ 
ing their dean. They would limit student 
authority to matters like housing, cheating 
and social groups. 
In the field of academic freedom. 70 per 
cent of the trustees surveyed favor screen­ 
ing campus speakers; 40 per cent recom­ 
mend censoring student publications; 53 per 
cent want professors to sign loyalty oaths, 
and 27 per cent don’t believe faculty mem­ 
bers have a right to express their opinions. 
Few trustees have read, or even heard 
of. “the more relevant higher education 
books or journals,” but two-thirds of them 
believe that disadvantaged students with col­ 
lege potential should be admitted, even if 
they do not meet normal entrance require­ 
ments. 
All in all, the picture is of rather crusty 
types who are set in their ways. But that, 
in the eves of many of the students they 
serve, is the sin of sins.

Your Job 


Governments 
In Bind With 
Rising Costs 


The money crunch for gov­ 
ernments at all levels is on in 
1969 as never before. It makes 
men who talk of tax cuts sound 
like the wildest dream ers. 


Two independent events, one 
in Maine and the other in Cali­ 
fornia, illustrate well what is 
going on. 


Gov. Kenneth Curtis of Maine 
proposed a new budget at a 
record level of $500 million and 
suggested that it be supported 
in part by a state individual 
income tax with rates set at 
about 25 per cent of federal 
levies. 
According to Maine Sen. Ed­ 
mund S. Muskie, 1968 Demo­ 
cratic vice - presidential nom­ 
inee, the Maine citizenry was 
stunned. It knew that govern­ 
ment services were expanding 
rapidly 
and 
would 
inevitably 
exact a cost, but it was not 
prepared for such a load. 
Not many days earlier, the 
Tos 
Angeles 
Times 
reported 
that its special survey of 15 
county governments in Califor­ 
nia's 
southern 
tier 
indicated 
they would spend $2.3 billion in 
the fiscal vear ending June 30. 
That is about half the .size of 
the federal budget in Herbert 
Hoover's day. 


The 15 - county outlay antici­ 
pated this year is roughly $350 
million more than the previous 
year, but the governments in 
question see only about $80 mil­ 
lion 
more coming their way 
from 
already 
overburdened 
property tax sources. 
This immense 15-countv ex­ 
penditure. moreover, does not 
include what 
is being 
spent 
within the area by cities, school 
districts and other political un­ 
its empowered to levy taxes 
and spend money. 
Social welfare costs, expect­ 
ed to total more than $912 mil­ 
lion this year in the 15-county 
tier, represent a huge propor­ 
tion of the full sum. 
When federal, state and local 
expenditures 
are 
being 
anal­ 
yzed. budget specialists gener­ 
ally include public assistance, 
Social Security, education, hous­ 
ing. health and medical pro­ 
grams and veterans’ aid (where 
applicable) in their calculation 
of “ social welfare costs.” 
But since judgments vary as 
to what program s should be in­ 
cluded in these categories, spe­ 
cific 
formulae 
are 
hard 
to 
come by. Relying upon the best 
available 
federal 
and 
state- 
local figures, this reporter esti­ 
mates that in the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1969. govern­ 
ments at all 
levels will 
be 
spending at least $130 billion 
nationwide for all social wel­ 
fare purposes. 


In the fiscal span running 
from mid-1963 to July I, 1970, 
the federal government’s share 
of that staggering mountain of 
money will evidently have in­ 
creased by about $40 billion. 
But the state - local portion will 
have shot upward by at least 
$20 billion. (No small part of 
that, of course, represents mon­ 
ey raised bv U.S. taxes and 
funneled back.) 
One needs to look no further 
than that combined $60 billion 
increase to understand the ris­ 
ing taxpayer resistance which 
has closed down some schools, 
caused others to skimp badly 
and threatens still more in the 
months and years just ahead. 
It has been common for many 
public figures and others to ar­ 
gue that if we could just es­ 
cape the Vietnam w ar and its 
$30 billion yearly cost, we could 
do a vast cftv-rebuilding job. 
Yet recent fiscal history, ris­ 
ing 
population 
(hence 
higher 
welfare head counts), and de­ 
mands for even more in wel­ 
fare ♦ education - housing pay­ 
ments than present law pre­ 
scribes, indicate that just the 
existing social program s likely 
will soak up further tax mon­ 
eys 
equal 
to Vietnam 
costs 
within the next three or four 
years.

To Enforce the Law 


MARQUIS CHILDS 
Nixon's 'Sufficiency' Dispels 


Cloud of Doubt About Arms Race 


The key word was sufficiency. 
By so defining the nuclear arm s 
posture of the nation under his 
Administration President Nixon 
dispelled a l a r g e cloud of 
doubt that had overshadowed 
what may he a last chance to 
negotiate at least a pause in the 
arm s race. 
During the campaign Nixon 
had called for superiority before 
any negotiation with the Soviet 
Union. He had talked about a 
security gap. His Secretary of 
Defense, Melvin R. Laird, in 
his confirmation hearing seem­ 
ed to ratify a posture of super­ 
iority. 
The President in his extraor­ 
dinarily effective and skillful de­ 
but 
before 
the 
White 
House 
press chose sufficiency over sup­ 
eriority. This will be an assur­ 
ance 
to 
governments 
every­ 
where. and particularly to Mos­ 
cow. that he has a genuine de­ 
sire to negotiate a g a i n s t the 
background of the long months 
of preparation for the talks on 
missiles. 
If he left the question of tim ­ 
ing open it can hardly be ex­ 
pected that he should have de­ 
term ined in his first week in 
office the day and the h o u r 
when he will be ready to sit 
down with the S o v i e t s for 
serious talks. He k n o w s by 
now surely that long delay can 
be serious and perhaps fatal. 
As recent history has shown, 
events have a way of cutting 
across the most hopeful plans 
and wiping out all progress. 


On the old cart - and - horse 
argum ent — whether a pol.tica! 
settlement or an arm s limita­ 
tion 
agreem ent 
should 
come 
first — Nixon took a pragmatic 
view. He said he meant to find 
a compromise between these 
two positions. T h a t is good 
common sense, since to insist 
on resolving outstanding politi­ 
cal differences in advance of 
any arm s agreement w o u l d

mean to get nowhere at all. 
The political differences are too 
deeply built - in. to complex, 
too far - reaching. 
Similarly 
on 
V i e t n a m , 
common sense prevailed. The 
President put the stress on re­ 
storing the conditions of the 
1954 
Geneva 
accords, 
as 
in 
true demilitarization of the de­ 
militarized zone. 
He stressed 
mutual troop withdrawal from 
South Vietnam of American and 
North Vietnamese forces und­ 
er careful supervision. 
This was a reminder of an in­ 
cident in the Hotel Pierre that 
occurred after the 
President­ 
elect had announced that Henry 
Cabot Lodge would be head of 
the 
negotiating 
team 
at 
the 
Paris peace talks. One of his un­ 
official, friendly advisors pro­ 
tested on the score that, as an 
identifiable hawk with long as­ 
sociation as American Ambas­ 
sador in Saigon with the South 
Vietnamese, Lodge was a poor 
choice. He would have no strong 
desire to end the war. Nixon’s 
earnest reply was: 
“ Yes, but you must rem em ber 
who 
will 
be 
giving 
the 
directions.” That was the em ­ 
phasis in his press conference— 
he would be calling the shots. 


Generalized 
though it 
was, 
what 
he 
said 
reflected 
the 
authoritative article in foreign 
affairs by his National Secur- 
ty Affairs adviser Henry A. 
Kissinger. Reviewing the tragic 
misconception of the American 
command fighting a guerrilla 
war with a conventional 
ap­ 
proach, Kissinger recommended 
on - the - side talks at Paris, 
even secretly if that seemed ex- 
sential, 
with Hanoi to bring 
about t r o o p withdrawal and 
scale down the conflict. Above 
all, Kissinger w a r n e d against 
the United S t a t e s getting en­ 
tangled in a prolonged contro­ 
versy over a political settlement 
between North and South Viet­ 


nam. 
Walking around the b o o b y 
trap of a “ cease - fire” Nixon 
showed an awareness of the pro­ 
found 
difference 
between 
a 
guerrilla war in which there are 
no fixed boundaries and 
the 
kind of settlement that was pos­ 
sible in Korea where there were 
lines of battle long established. 
The cease - fire approach has no 
reality in Vietnam, s i n c e as 
the President pointed out there 
are elements over which North 
Vietnam may have no control. 
F ar more than in his Inaug­ 
ural. it seemed to this observer, 
President N i x o n was defining 
the style of his Administration 
seemed to be the p r e v i o u s 
President’s 
personal 
decision. 
He rode through the thickets of 
high policy like the Lone Rang­ 
er. This may have been an un­ 
just view but it was neverthe­ 
less the impression he gave. 


Nixon is determined to govern 
with the weight of full 
and 
careful consultation. He is rely­ 
ing on three councils in three 
principal areas — security, ur­ 
ban affairs and the economy? 
to support the decisions he will 
take. This is not to be — or not 
to s e e m 
to be — one-man 
government. 
Here, of course, is the catch. 
Lyndon Johnson named commis­ 
sion after commission a f t e r 
commission 
on 
almost every 
subject under the sun. But they 
served little p u r p o s e , since 
in the end. as Harry Truman 
put it, the buck stopped at the 
President’s desk. 
The 
Nixon 
definitions 
are 
btoad. Between the lines are 
blank spaces, and above all in 
the vital m atter of timing, that 
can be filled one way or another 
But the definitions are there. 
And a dram atic shift in style 
will come as a welcome atmos­ 
phere in which unspectacular 
achievement is not only desir­ 
able but possible. 


There is a new feeling of con­ 
fidence inside the Department of 
Justice — a belief that at last 
the laws of the land will be en­ 
forced without worrying whether 
such a course will 
hurt the 
administration politically. 
Members of Congress 
have 
received many complaints from 
their constituents asking why 
certain 
individuals 
who 
plot 
riots are not arrested and pun­ 
ished when they violate the fed­ 
eral laws which forbid the cros­ 
sing of state lines to foment 
disturbances. 
Although the city of Washing­ 
ton is under federal rule, it has 
a record of crim e almost un­ 
paralleled. The streets are un­ 
safe, and robberies are com­ 
monplace. The other day the as­ 
sistant principal of a high school 
was killed during a hold - up of 
the school bank. Crime here in­ 
creased 23 per cent in Novem­ 
ber 1968 over the same month 
in 1967. 


Morale in the Department of 
Justice itself has been sinking 
because of the attitude of the 
higher officials toward law en­ 
forcement and particularly the 
indifference to the explicit stat­ 
utes on the b o o k s. Federal 
grand juries should have been 
summoned to consider cases in­ 
volving deliberate incitement of 
riots but this wasn’t done. Pros­ 
ecutions have been brought in 
connection with "civil rights,” 
and these undoubtedly w e r e 
helpful to the Democratic party 
in certain sections of the north. 


The demonstrations and resul­ 
tant violence during the recent 
inaugural 
ceremonies 
were 
made possible by a permit is­ 
sued prior to inauguration day 
when the leaders promised in ad­ 
vance that there would be no 
misbehavior. The police and the 
troops, of course, were able to 
reduce the disorder to a mini­ 
mum, though it is deplorable to 
see “ dem onstrators” throw bot­ 
tles and cans against the auto­ 
mobile in which a new Presi­ 
dent is riding. It was a sad 
moment for millions of people 
who witnessed over the tele­ 
vision 
the 
d e l i b e r a t e 
disturbance. 
The new 
Attorney General, 
John N. Mitchell, has promised 
to deal firmly with the crime 
problem, and many career em ­ 
ployees. in the Department of 
Justice have been encouraged 
by his public statements that he 


intends to pursue a vigorous 
course in enforcing the law. It 
will probably be several weeks 
before the change will be felt 
throughout the country. But po­ 
lice officers and heads of law- 
enforcement agencies generally 
are impressed by what 
they 
have 
l e a r n e d 
about 
the 
approach taken by the new at­ 
torney general. He is prepar­ 
ing specific recommendations to 
cope with crime in America to­ 
day which will soon be disclosed. 
President Nixon, in his cam ­ 
paign speeches, made it clear 
that he was not going to deal 
with the crim e issue or civil 
rights on a political basis, but 
would insist upon im partial as 
well 
as 
intenive 
efforts 
not 
only in enforcing t h e civil- 
nghts statutes but also in ap­ 
plying the federal laws covering 
crim e in the various states. The 
national government in recent 
decades has been a s s u m i n g 
more and more police authority 
in cities and towns where ra­ 
cial discrimination occurs. 


The 
Federal 
Government, 
moreover, has declared that it 
has the power, under the “ inter­ 
state com m erce” clause of the 
constitution, to restrain those 
who engage in racial discrim­ 
ination in restaurants and hotels 
or in the sale or rental of hous­ 
ing facilities. It would not be 
surprising if the new adminis­ 
tration took the position that 
crim e, too, is not altogether a 
local affair. Many of the instiga­ 
tors of disturbances and many 
who rob banks or attack citi­ 
zens on the streets can be pros­ 
ecuted by the federal govern­ 
ment, since they cross state 
lines in order to interfere with 
the rights of American citizens 
to “equal p r o t e c t i o n of the 
laws.” 
There are plenty of supreme 
court decisions which have de­ 
fined “civil rights” as they re­ 
late to racial m atters. But there 
are many other c i v i l rights 
which both Whites and Negroes 
would like to enjoy and which 
are denied because criminals 
have grown in number and in 
boldness in recent years. 
The key to law enforcement 
in America is in the Department 
of Justice as well as in the cities 
and towns across the country, 
to - operation among the var­ 
ious law - enforcement agenc­ 
ies is the goal which President 
Nixon a n d Attorney General 
Mitchell will strive to attain.
